F's the President of the United States; 
NQ. I. 
SIR, 

The cause of Frante (a transient interval du- 
ring the reign of the last of the Bourbons ex- 
eepted) has been the cause of universal monar- 
chy since the days of Louis XIV. The intoler- 
ant bigotry of that priest-ridden, and hen-peck- 
ed tyrant ; the beastly sensuality of his succes- 
sor ; the overgrown privileges of the nobility 
and clergy; but above all the unshaken con- 
Staney of William of Nassau and the extraordi- 
nary ability of a few great men, who from time 
to time, have appeared in Protestant Europe, as 
occasion called them forth ; aided by the free 
and vigorous institutions and enterprising gen- 
ius of the Dutch and English people, contribut- 
ed for more than a century to counteract the 
tremendous physical force of France, and pre- 
serve the independence of Europe. There is 
an inherent power in the French nation which 
under the worst management of its affairs has 
always rendered it formidable to the liberties 
of the world. A few years have sufficed to re. 
eruit strength after the most disastrous wars 
Such is the fertility of the soil, the exubéFance 
of the population, the genius of the people 
whether for policy or war; in short, such the 
natural resources of the country that he who di- 
rects them, at will, must always be considered 
as the most dangerous enemy to the other na- 
tions of the earth. It was reserved for lis pre- 
seit majesty of England, who, like Charles the 
Second, seems to have been edueated fora curse 
to his own people and a blessing to th ir ene. 
mies; whom God (for wise purposes we are con. 
pelled to believe) has permitted to harrass his 
unhappy subjects, for more than half'a century ; 
it was reserved for “ the king of shreds and patch- 
es, this cufpurse of the empire !” to break down 

every barrier which wisdom and genius could 
devise and valour could build up against the uni. 
versal despotism of the natural enemy of his 
couniv—hostis Aumani generis. How melan- 
choly, how humiliating the reflection, that per- 
haps thre’ the folly ofa singie driveller, Marl. 
borough and Prederick, have fought, and Wolfe 
has bled, and Chatham Spoke in vain! 
Iniexicated by prosperity, coiTupied by pow. 
cr, a vernal parkament aad rapacious ministry 
forced (ue cotomes into rebellion, and into the 
aris ol France, “Md te empire was rent in 
twain, Vae bulwark against French domina- 


ti reared bv be wisdom. Pane 
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ed with the biced of herdes tottered to its foun- 
dations The out-works of the great fortress 
of human liberty were dismantled, the citadel 
alone was-left; it was left in the stout hearts 
and fece institutions of the people of those states 
apes cltera gentium—the germ of future resis- 
tance--to that aspiring dominion through waesc 
aid our independence had been established. It 
was reserved for the sagacity of Ww ashington to 
discern through the honest prejudices of that 
glorious revolution which has i mmortalized his 
name, in spite of the amimositics engendered 
during a long and cruel civil war, that it could 
never be the interest of the United States to 
swell the power of France, even by destroying 
that of a jealous and powerful maritime rival. 
But Washington was a Soldier and a siatesman ; 
—jis policy was enlarged and liberal: it looked 
to tuturity ; to great and permancnt consequen- 
ces ; it was not the paltry make-shift of the day 
—In eartier life he had born arms to repel the 
encroachments of France on our western fron- 
ticr: he jastly abhorred the jackalls of a French 
despor, cloathed in the ficece of republicanism, 
who to suit their own wicked ends would fain 
represent that he was tlena slave; and he e- 
qually pitied the folly of those who could be de- 
luded by so barefaced a cheat. He knew that 
he had fought for liberty and his country, in 
both the warsin which he was engaged : al- 
though he detested the corruptions of the Brit- 
ish government and opposed thein at the hazard 
of his life and fortune, he well knew how to es- 
timate thé patriotism of those, who, for con- 
science sake, have become the advocates of the 
most worthless military despotism im the world, 
because forsooth they cannot endure a govern- 
ment with a king at the head of it.—The freedom 
of speech and of the press, the protection of 
property, of personal liberty and of honest fame ; 
the trial by jury, subsisting (if we compare the 
prosecutions of Horne Tooke and Hardy with 
those of Fries and Callender, and Mathew Ly- 
on) abnost in as great purity as among ourselves 
—al| this and much more is lost on our exclu- 
sive patriots—because “ Mordecai the Jew may 
sit at the king’s gate !” To a president posses- 
sing regal powers, and a princely revenue, and 
living in a palace that would put poor old St. 
James’s, or even Buckingham-house to the 
blush ; shrough whose triumphal gates of marble 
Jews and infidels daily pass exulting; these 
worthy gentlemen can see no objection ; they 
are even ready to empower him to legislate by 
proclamation ; but the chief magistrate precise- 
ly to their taste is an emperor anda king ; whose 
decrees from his ‘mperial camp, like the dread 
t behests of Atilla and Zingis, affcet not his own 
‘subjects merely, but the world and posterity— 
It woukl seem that although a king, fer se, is 
the most noxious of all animals in political zoo- 
logy, yet combine him with an emperor and you 
neutralize all his ill qualities. This reminds 
me so forcibly of an anccdote which came un- 
der my own knowledge, and which is not imper- 
tinent :o the present sabject, that I cannot re- 
sist the temptation of retailing it. For a little 
while then we will lay aside the dignity which 
belongs to our subject and particularly to him to 
whom it is addressed.—A federalist, in the pre- 
sence of the writer of this essay was not long a- 
go reproached, by a democrat, “ with the atiach- 
ment of all the old tories to his party.’ ‘The fed- 
eralist to my great surprise (for } have no very 
high opinion of the candour of these gentlemen) 
frankly admitted that the greater number of old 
torics did support federal men and measures, 
but that he must be allowed to claim the bene- 
fit of some exceptions. Among others of this 
political genius he instanced a Mr. C. accused 
of having conducted the British into Philadel- 
phia, but (be that as it might) fully convicted 
of old toryism, who: had figured in the ranks of 
republicanism and obtained prefermeut under 
the great apostle of that faith, Mr. J. Now, 
sir, satd he, with great non-chalance, “ it is in 
proof that the objection of your party is not to 
old toryism, pure and unsophisticated, but to 
old toryism combined with federalism, which (in 
your opinion I suppose) gives activity to its vi- 
rus. Decompose the mixture and ecparatc the 
federalism from the old toryism, and (as in the 
case of Mr. C.) this last becomes in your judg- 
ment deprived at once of all its acrimony.” 
Fhere was something I suppose in this retort, 
not calculated to provoke a reply: certain it is, 


however, it received none. 


Washington, Ihave suid, was a soldier and a 
statesman—bred in camps and senates in the 
great school of mankind. Totie misfortune of 
his country he was succeeded by two gentlemen 
of the bar, a profession of which it has been just- 
ly remarked, that it has a greater tendency to 
whet the ingenuity, than to liberalize the under- 
standing or to enlarge the heart. One of them 
at a very late period of his life having served an 
apprenticeship to the trade ofa courtier at St. 
James’s returned (whatever he may now pretend, 


} while striving to recommend his son to oftice) a 


rank Englisiman. Weak minds veceive their 
opuuons at second hand: great ones impose 
them. His successor having made his debut on 
the theatre of the great world at the Court of 
Versailles, eame home, in dtte season, in dress, 
taste, politics, philosophy and religion ; in short, 
in every thing but the polish of his manners, a 
finished Frenchman. Accordingly we find that 
Porcupine flourished under the reign of the onc, 
and Duane under thatof the other. Mr. Adams 
would no doubt readily shift off Porcupine, or 
his answer to the address of the Bath county mi- 
litia, or any other of his infamous retainers, or 
ridiculous and wicked acts on the political es- 
tate of your deceased friend Gen. Hamilton. Do 
not forget, Fpray you, sir, that you yourself 
were one of the faction whom that impotent gar- 
ulous dotard threatened to humble in dust and 
ashes; that faction made you secretary of state, 
and, by eonsequence, president. Discard, I be- 
seech you sir, from your countenance and coun- 
cil forever, either John, “a prating scribbling 
air.” Both father and son have no other ob- 
ject but to sell their political “ notions” in any 
market they can find. ‘This Russian embassy 
has too much the appearance of a reward for a- 
postacy. Itlooks to something like an under 
hand mission to the great emperor, through the 
little one. 

I have said, sir, that Ihad found more to ap- 
prove than Lhad expected in the course of your 
administration. Among acts, however, of this 
description, I cannot reckon the appointment to 
the first place under your government of a man 
notoriously incompetent to the discharge of its 
duties ; whose ignorance of the murine depart- 
ment on which he hung for eight years, could 
be equalled only by the profusion with which 
he outstripped the legal appropriations for its 
service: A man who received the salary of sec- 
retary of the navy, whilst the business of the 
department was conducted, afer a fashion, by 
his chief clerk. But the manner of his appoint- 
ment to his present office—the first act of your 
administration—is caiculated to wound the feel- 
ings of everyindependent American. They ieel 
themselves insulted in the person of their chief 
magistrate, When they hear the insolent boast, 
that you were dictated to on that occasion.— 
Neither, sir, can 1 approve the appointment to 
the second miltary comniand in our country, of 
the head that contrived and the hand that exe- 
cuted the great masterfraud of ue Yazoo; of a 
man who rolis in princely wealth, the truiis of 
that stupendous corruption. I say nothing of 
Wilkinson. Hic is in the last stage of putrefac- 
tion: touch hiis, and he falls to picces. Nor is 
it creditable, sir to the American government 
th: t it should be represented, even at the court 
of france, by the imputed author of the celebra- 
ted anonyiions lettcrs published at Newburgh 
at the close of the war, inviting the army to wrn 
their swoids upon their country. <As ; long as 
the dread father of that ammuy and that country 
lived, as long as the bests of his giory jiradia- 





ied the laud of his birih; this vecucani, unwor- 
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thy to be calied Lis fellow soldter, sought shel- 
ter in obscurity and darkness: but when the 
sun of our country’s glory had descended below 
the horizon ; in the polidieal twilight that fore- 
told the darkness of the night to come, this 
speculative parricide (with many an obscene an- 
imal that shuns the dav) crept forth from his 
hiding place. This minjon of France who (from 
his insolent pamphiet in mockery of the distress 
of the Aimenican merchant robbed under colour 
of the Louisiana constitution) appears to have 
studied his art of love, as well as his politics, in 
the school of Cambaceres, is unworthy to be 
your representative. Let him be turned out of 
the stye of sensuality in whose “wile mire he 
now wallows.” Ship Wilkinson (if he will bear 
the sca sweat)to his friends in Cuba. Send 
Wade Hampton back to his cotton gins and tan 
vats. Let him enjoy if he can under the tenure 
by which he holds it, his miserable wealth ; or 
let him “ riven and blasted by the lightning of 
eloquence,” pay to the offended majesty of vir- 
tue the dread homage of his remorse. Strip, 
sir, the epaulets of an American officer from 
shoulders branded by the scourge of the public 
executioner. Tear the cockade from the hat 
of cvery scoundrel in the army, if you can find 
honest men toaccept their commissions. Suf- 
fer no man holding on office under you, to abuse 
it by any attempt to infuence the freedom of c- 
lections Let not the government labor under 
the odium of supporting notorious swindlers and 
blacklegs, against men ofthe fairest characier 
and pretensions ; against men of honor and of 
science ; against the orphan sous of heroes who 
sealed their attachment to their country with 
their blood; whose children, in gratitude for 
their fathers services, have been educatedat the 
public charge. I know, sir, that you have a dif- 
ficult part to act. The rejection of the treaty 
negociated by Messrs. Monroe and Pinkney, 
and more especially the manner of that rejec- 
tion, has greatly enhanced the difficulty of an ac- 
commodation of our differencés with’ England. 
The pride of the governments, and of the two 
countries has been roused, but it is essential to 
the interests and (I might add) the existence of 
both, that they remain at peace. Far be it from 
me to palliate, much less to justify the miscon. 
duct ofthe British ministry; but let me remind 
you, sir, that the sentiment of hostility against 
America, engendered in that country by the 
revolution, was confined to the king and his 
ministers, and the vultures tbat prey on the vi- 
tals of every state; and that it is our interest 
that it should not be transfused (as assuredly it 
must be if we take part with France against 
whom they are contending for their very exis- 
tence) into the breast of every honest English- 
man.—Whilst we were fighting for our own lib- 
ertics we had the goed wishes of the majority of 
the English nation; but the case is clianged 
when their own existence is put at stake. 

You are advanced in life, sir, and you are 
childless. Anhonorable fame courts your accep- 
tance. The interest of your country coincides 
with the case of your administration. The peo- 
ple look in vain imto the correspondence of Mr. 
Jackson for the outrages which he is alledged to 
have commmitted on the dignity of their govern- 
ment. ‘Fhey will support you in every proper 
exertion of spirit. They have been equally dis- 
gusted with the rashness of one, and with the 
meanness of another of your predecessors: but 
they will not be diiven even by their most hon- 
est prejudices, into the arms of Frauce, whose 
touch is pollution, and whose embrace is death. 
Your minister of finance has told you, that (in- 
vasion out of the question) war is impossible.— 
This extraordinary man, althaugh “ fallen from 
his high estate;” although he has lent his trans- 
cendent abilities to the arbitrary and unconstitu- 


+ tional acts of the late reign, and to the insidious 


and covert attack made at the last session of con- 
gress on the sinking fund, that best hope of the 
nation—is yet “ not less than archangel ruined.” 
Ile is indeed no longer “ the apostle of truth 
and the favorite votary of liberty,” immortalized 
by the pen of Curtius—“ Quantum mutatus av 
illo” —but he is yet an intelligent if not a vigor- 
ous statesman—versed in expedient and wales, 
and upon him you must rely for whatsoever of 
wisdom :.nd ability you may Jook forin the coun- 
sels of your cabmet. For “ when the waters 
are out, and the file affords no precedent,” you 
will turn your eyes in vain, towards the Gileses 
and the Smiths, and the V*rn*ms, and that whole 
tribe of ignorance, imbecility and impudence, 
whom the first swell of the great stream of pub- 
lic opinion will sweep back into their native in- 
significance, never to rise again. 

Such is the infatuated predilection of many of 
our leading republicans, who give the tone to 
public sentiment, for despotic France, and so 
strong the honest revolutionary antipathies of 
our people against Great Britain, fortified too, 
by a just sense of recent wrong from that proud 
and haughty nation; that I am prepared to be 
represented by our demagogues, and to be con- 
sidercd by many of the honest, unsuspecting 
dupes of these imposters, as the partisan of 
England, rather than the friend of my native 
country. No man is more sensible than myself 
of the violence, injustice and folly of her govern- 
ment: but EF consider the existence of my coun- 
try (at least of all that can render a country dear 
to a freeman) to rest upon her independence. — 
She is now paying the price of her own sins : her 
corruption and tyranny produced the American 
revolution, the immediate cause of that of France 


from which, again, the present gigantic power | 


of Bonaparte has sprung. Her proscriptions and 
oppressions have driven from their country thou- 
sands of the brave inhabitants of Ireland in each 
of whom she has made a deadly enemy. Not on- 
ly is the continent of Europe united against her, 
in the other hemisphere she has converted six 
millions: of her own progeny into determined 
foes. Nothing is farther from my wish than to 
produce a rupture with France: such an event 
could be productive of no possible good. It is 
the interest of the United States to be at peace 
with all nations, but with Fngland more espe- 
cially. We have the same interest in her pre- 
servation against France nox that we had twelve 
years ago in the preservation of France against 
the combined powers. But our interest, it may 
be said, is contingent and remote: that of Eng- 
land immediate and certain: and if she will not 
look to her own safety, but will force us into a 
war, it ill becomes us to yicld to considerations, 
to which, altho’ of tenfuld weight in her case, 
she pays no regard. In any ordinary case this 
view of the subject, which has often forced it- 
self upon me, would have great weight. But be- 
cause her councils are ruled by infatuation and 
insanity: because every thing hke political saga- 
city, ar even common sense, seem to have been 
buried with her two great rival statesmen, } will 
not therefore, disvegard considerations which in- 
volve the very existence of my country. 
Besides, sir, } put it to your candor, whether 
the crooked and insidious policy of your prede- 
cessor Was not calculated to give England (with 
all her fats) good ground to believe that whilst 
we did not dare to mingle in the dangers of the 
conflict, we anxiously awaited her downfall, and 
omitted no imdirect subordinate measure that 
might tend, as we supposed, to accelerate it — 
But when England docs fall she will fall like the 
strong man in the scripture, she will embrace 
the pillars of the temple of human liberty and 
human safety, and its destruction will be the last 
efiort of her desperate strength as imparviduin

In its origin, its conduct, and its consequences 
all is base, humiliating, and revolting. To crush 
a single misereant the constitution is heaved 
from its foundation : Pelion is heaped upon Os- 
sa; the rights of every man in society are inva- 
ded, and yet the criminal escapes! But enough 
and more than enough of this miserable wretch. 

Although the public expectation has not been 
gratified by your administration, yet, you have 
hitherto done nothing which may not be retriev- 
ed. Lay aside the invelved, ambiguous style in 
which your predecessor has deemed it expe- 
dient to clothe his dark designs. “ Tacitus” 
(it has been well remarked) ‘ some where ob- 
serves of Tiberius, that his speeches to the Sen- 
ate, by the involutions of the style, at once be- 
trayed the character of their author; and seem- 
ed to shadow out the picture of his cautious, 
Come forward to 
the nation, and in plain and manly language, 
such as they can anderstand without the aid of 
a commentary, exercise the funetions devolved 
upon you by the constitution. Neither shrink 
from the responsibility with which it invests 
you, nor degrade your high office by paltry in- 
trigues with the legislature. Give us your-na- 
ked, unbiassed opimion on the state cf our af- 
fairs: Tell us honestly what we have to expect. 

Do your duty; and be it at their own peril if 
congress fail in theirs.. If it be necessary to 
express an opinion of the conduct of the Court 
of St. James’s, or its ambassador, let it not be 
done in the language of the eourt of St. Giles’s. 
Above all, save us from the fangs of France.— 
Leave us not to curse our revolution itself; for 
which we shall have paid too dear a price, if we 
purchase a few years of independence at the ex- 
pence of an age, perhaps an eternity of bondage. 
Can you anticipate for your country and for the 
world, the dark and horrid night of despotism 
which suczeeded to the usurpation of Octavia- 
nus, and not sicken at the prospect?) When the 
wretched victim could find no refuge within the 
haunts of civilized man from his oppressor !— 
When the human mind itself sunk under the nar- 
cotic powers of despotism ! 

The observations which I have deemed it my 
duty to submit to you, and through you to the 
public, have been hastily thrown together under 
circumstances not the most propitious to saccess- 
ful composition. I write—or dictate rather (for 
without the aid of an amanuensis I should be un- 
able to address you) under the pressure of dis- 
ease, When the operations of the mind are, of ne- 
cessity, slow and painful; and kam not uncon- 
scious of that obsurity and fecbleness, which, in 
my present situation, F am unable to remedy. Un- 
der other circumstances, I flatter myself that this 


| address would have becn less unworthy of your 


attention. I write however neither to acquire 
fame, nor to gratify spleen; but to serve my 
country. 1 am prepared for imputations. of for- 
eign partialities and attachments. Every honest 
min, who, in 1798, attempted to arrest the mad 
career of our political Malvolie, was stigmatized 
as the adherent of France ; and I hope, sir, that 
you had the honor to ke ofthe number. On this 
subject of foreign partialities, permit me to con- 
elude in the words of a treatise, which I earnest- 
ly recommend to your mest serious attention. I 
@ shall be called” Yury and friend of Great Bri- 
tain, 1“ suppose, for expressing these sentiments. 
‘This is to me a matier of pertect indificrence. | 
do my duty in making public the facts and im- 
pressions to which I think it of importance that 
the attention of the country should be directed ; 
and am too much occupied with the honest anx- 
iety excited by these statements, even ta be con- 
scious of the contempt,, with which, at another 
time, I might treat such insinuations.”

New-York Botanic Garden.—We feel a plea- 
sure in laying the following report before our 
readers ; and we cannot but hope, that a mea- 
sure so respectably recommended, and so mani- 
festly important, as the one here proposed, will 
be adopted by the legislature :— 

r 
In Senate, Feb. 12, 1810. 

Mr. Livingston from the committee to whom 
were referred the several memorials of the med- 
ical socicty of the city and county of New-York 
The e¢ommon council of the same city—The 
governors of the New-York hospital—The med- 
ical society of the state, and sundry respectable 
citizens, reported as follows, to wit : 

That about ten years ago, doctor David Ho- 
sack, being the professor of Botany in Columbia 
College, purchased twenty acres of ground in 
the vicinity of the city of New-York—That he 
has cultivated the same as a Botanic garden, 
and has ata great expense supplied it with a 
collection of the most valuable medicinal and 
other plants, procured from every quarter of the 
globe ; has erected the necessary buildings for 
the preservation of those which require shelter 
from our climate ; and has freely devoted it to 
the benefit of the students who annually resort 
to the medical schoois of that city for thei in- 
struction in the healing art. 

That this department of medical learning is 
considered, in every country where the arts and 
sciences are cultivated, as indispensably neces- 
sary to a complete system of medical education, 
and that in Europe there is no great medical 
school without an establishment of this sort— 
In this country, the vegetable productions of 
which are yet unexplored, an institution of this 
nature will probably be attended with the most 
beneficial consequences, and may lead to the 
discovery of many plants whose virtues are at 
present unknown, and which may prove an anti- 
dlote to some of our most fatal diseases. 

It may also be observed, that notwithstanding 
the researches of travellers, and Botanists, who 
have been sent to thts country from the different 
governments of Europe to examine the vegeta- 
ble productions of this continent, much yet re- 
mains to be discovered ; and that until our phy- 
sicians shall become generally instructed in this 
branch of medical learning, we shail never be- 
come fully acquainted with the productions of 
our soil. 

Your committee state with pleasure, that this 
is the first establishment of this Kind that has 
ever been attempted in the United States, and 
that this praise-worthy example has already 
been followed by several of our sister states, par- 
ticularly Massachusetts, Maryland, and South- 
Carolina. 

The importance of having at all times, well ed- 
ucated physicians dispersed through every part 
cf the state, who will not only maintain the res- 
pectability ofthe medical profession, but may 
also be essentially useful in preserving the health 
and lives of our citizens, cannot fail to arouse the 
attention of every individual, and to call for the 
support of every patriotic and liberal mind. 
he rank which the state of New-York holds in 
the union—its increasing wealth and population, 
render it peculiarly proper, that the legislature 


should at ali times encourage the education of 


youth in the most liberal manner. This dispo- 
sition has been manifested on many occasions, 
but at a time when the situation of the union so 
forcibty points out the necessity of cherishing at 
home the means of medical instruction, there 
can be no hesitation in pursuing that enlightened 
policy, Which has ever characteriscd the pro- 
ceedings of the legislature of this state, with 
respect to the promotion of science. 

Many additional reasons might be pointed out 
to recommend to the legislature, the preserva- 
tion of this valuable institution. Among others, 
it may be observed, tha: unless patronised by the 
state, we shall be deprived of its usefulness, and 
its benefits will probably be transferred to some 
rival medical school ; in consequence of which, 
the students of medicine, instead of coming to 
New-York for their medical education, will re- 
sort to those places where it may be conducted 
on a more liberal plan, and even our own youth, 
must seck in another state, or perhaps in a for- 
eign country, for those branches of their profes- 
sional studies which they cannot obtain at home. 

These considerations induce your committee 
unanimously to recommend, that the establish- 
ment be purchased by the state, with the pro- 
ceeds ofa lottery to be granted for that purpose 
—That the institution be placed under the di- 
rection of the Regents of the university, for the 
benefit ofthe medical schools in New-York ; and 
that the physicians and students throughout the 
state, at alltimes, have access to the establish- 
ment, and the Botanical lectures there delivered, 
free from expense. 

To carry this recommendation into effect, the 
committee have directed their chairman to ask 
for leave to bring in a bill for that purpose.

A 
mastiff will always fly furiously at his own image 
ina glass: so is atyrant ever at war with a 
wretch of his own character. Is nét ovr Bute 
daiiy vomiting out his spleen and gall at all the 
Butes Britain ever produced in any age? And 
why? What reason did the Indian assign why 
anoted Sheep-stealer had killed a Dog which 
worried sheep! “ Cause” said he “ you know

From a London paper. 
Bowl of Punch—On the 26th of October, 1694, 

a bowl of punch was made at the right Hon. 

Edward Russel’s house, when he was Captain 

General and Commander in Chief of his Majes- 

ty’s forces in the Mediterranean. It waa made 

in a fountain in the garden, in the middle of four 
walks, all covered over head with lemon and or- 
ange trees, and in every walk was a table, the 
whole length of it covered with cold collations, 
&e. In the said fountain were the following in- 
gredicnts, viz. four hogsheads of brandy, eight 
hogsheads of water, twenty-five thousand lem- 
ons, twenty gallons of lime juice, thirteen hun- 
dred weight of fine Lisbon sugar, five pounds of 
grated nutmegs, three hundred toasted biscuits, 
and, lastly, a pipe of dry mountain Malaga. O- 
ver the fountain was a large canopy, to keep off 
the rain, and there was built on purpose a little 
boat, wherein was a boy, belonging to the fieet, 
who rowed round the fountain, and filled the 
cups of Uic company, and in all probability more 
than 6000 drank of it. .
